Inspections of all wholesale od 
retail grocerics and meat shops, to) 
find and destroy all spoiled food 
which might be offered for sale, 
were begun today by State Food and 
Drug Commissioner Prather, who 
brought eight inspectors to St. Louis 
as a result of the disclosure in the 
Post-Dispatch last week that there 
is a regularly established traffic in 
spoiled food. 

Prather, for the purposes of the 
inspection, divided the city into four 
districts and assigned two inspectors 
to each district. He said his men 
would check all stores and recheck 
those regarding which their sus- 
picions might be aroused. 

At the conclusion of the inspec- 
tions Prather said he would assign 
several inspectors to remain in St. 
Louis to watch stores and individuals 
who were dealing in spoiled food. 

Prather’s activities followed the 
finding by inspectors of the United 
States Bureau of Chemistry that 
some wholesale grocery companies 
sold spoiled food to persons regular- 
ly engaged in the traffic, and that 
the food then was offered for sale to 
the public. The Federal inspectors | 
were prevented from acting, because | 
‘their work is limited to interstate 


‘traffic.

This 
is a political year, and Senators have 
their ears to the ground. 

If the present favorable outlook 
is any criterion, the treatftes will be 


ratified. It may be argued that the 
Versailles treaty entered upon its 
career in the Senate under the same 
bright auspices, only to meet defeat 
in the end. The answer to this is 
that the conditions confronting the 
new treaties are vastly different from 
those that encompassed the defeat 
of the Versailles pact.
